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General  Information 


HISTOKICAL. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1905  created  the  Fifth  District  Normal 
School,  the  district  including  the  counties  of  Andrew,  Atchison,  Bu- 
chanan, Caldwel,  Carroll,  Clay,  Clinton,  Daviess,  DeKalb,  Gentry,  Grundy, 
Harrison,  Holt,  Livingston,  Mercer,  Nodaway,  Platte,  Ray  and  Worth. 
Maryville  was  chosen  as  the  seat  of  the  new  school  upon  a  tender  of 
eighty-six  and  one-eighth  acres  valued  at  $57,112,  with  $58,672.50  in  cash. 
The  Board  of  Regents  later  extended  the  campus  by  purchasing  a  tract 
of  thirty-one  and  forty-nine  hundredths  acres  at  a  cost  of  $7,872.50. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  was  held  September  12,  1905. 
The  first  session  of  the  school  was  held  in  the  High  School  building  of 
Maryville  in  the  summer  of  1906.  The  corner  stone  of  the  new  building 
was  laid  October  12,  1907.

In  the  ten-year  period  closing  with  the  spring  quarter  of  1916,  there 
have  been  10,442  term  enrollments  in  the  Normal  School,  or  3,408  dif- 
ferent individuals. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  school's  existence,  there  were  476  dif- 
ferent individuals  enrolled;  during  the  year  closing  September  1,  1916, 
there  has  been  an  attendance  of  948  individuals.  During  the  first  four 
quarters   of   the   school's   existence,   there  were   757   term   enrollments; 
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during  the  four  quarters  closing  with  the  summer  session  of  1916,  there 
have  been  1,516  term  enrollments. 

During  the  first  decade  of  the  school's  history,  there  have  been  is- 
sued 521  elementary  certificates,  289  life  diplomas,  10  special  certificates 
and  7  advanced  or  ninety-hour  doplomas. 

LOCATION. 

Maryville  is  the  county  seat  of  Nodaway  county  and  is  served  by 
two  lines  of  railroad,  the  Creston-Hopkins  branch  of  the  Burlington 
railway  connecting  with  all  roads  which  lead  into  St.  Joseph  and  with 
the  main  line  of  the  Burlington  railway  at  Creston,  Iowa,  and  by  the 
main  line  of  the  Wabash  railway  from  St.  Louis  to  Omaha,  which  enables 
students  to  reach  Maryville  by  connections  at  Chillicothe  with  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  and  the  Burlington  railways,  the  Quincy, 
Omaha  &  Kansas  City  railroad  at  Pattonsburg,  the  Rock  Island  railway 
at  Gallatin,  the  Burlington  at  Darlington,  Burlington  Junction  and  Coin, 
Iowa,  with  the  Chicago  Great  Western  at  Conception  Junction.  All  sec- 
tions of  the  District  are  thus  easily  accessible  to  the  school. 

Maryville  is  a  beautiful  residence  city  with  a  population  of  six  to 
seven  thousand.  The  prevalent  religious  denominations  of  this  section 
of  the  state  have  strong  congregations  and  beautiful  and  commodious 
houses  of  worship.  The  city  maintains  an  efficient  Carnegie  Library 
which  supplements  in  many  respects  our  own  library.  St.  Francis  Hos- 
pital, conducted  by  the  good  Sisters  of  St.  Francis,  provides  convenient 
and  efficient  facilities  in  cases  of  emergency  or  serious  illness.  The 
city  is  supplied  with  good  systems  of  water  works  and  sewage  and  paved 
streets,  well  lighted.    Maryville  has  no  saloons. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  large  and  attractive  building  which  now  houses  the  Normal 
School  is  commodious  and  well  adapted  to  its  uses  in  every  respect. 
The  one  building  takes  care  of  all  the  work  including  the  Training 
School.  The  building  is  unusually  well  lighted  with  large  windows  and 
electric  lights.  It  is  heated  by  steam  and  ventilated  by  a  fan  system 
propelled  by  electric  power.  The  building  is  of  fire  proof  construction 
and  contains  a  commodious  library,  well  arranged  and  well  equipped 
class  rooms  and  laboratories  and  a  splendid  auditorium. 

In  addition  to  this  building  we  have  a  power  plant  equipped  with 
two  efficient  boilers  which  furnish  heat  for  the  main  building,  and  a 
greenhouse  erected  during  the  past  year  which  is  said  by  many  to  be  the 
prettiest  and  best  constructed  greenhouse  owned  by  a  public  institution 
in  the  state  and  which  will  lend  itself  to  general  use  and  in  a  special 
way  in  connection  with  the  departments  of  Biology  and  Agriculture. 
There  is  located  on  the  Normal  School  grounds  a  commodious  residence 
which  is  the  home  of  the  president  of  the  school.  We  expect  to  put  the 
building  formerly  known  as  the  Maryville  Seminary  to  some  efficient

use  in  connection  with  our  work  in  the  near  future.  A  dormitory  for 
women  is  being  planned  and  we  expect  to  have  it  ready  for  use  by  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1917.  Our  students  are  able  to  secure  very  sat- 
isfactory accommodations  in  the  private  homes  of  Maryville. 

The  grounds  are  large  and  attractively  laid  out  in  drives  and  campus 
areas  in  accordance  with  plans  made  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Major,  landscape 
architect  of  the  state  university.  The  Normal  Park  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  spots  that  can  be  found,  furnishing  a  satisfactory  meeting 
place  for  picnics  and  student  outdoor  gatherings. 

A  large  acreage  is  in  cultivation  under  the  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  a  well  appointed  Soil  Experiment  field  is  op- 
erated in  co-operation  with  the  University  of  Missouri.  Plans  are  being 
formed  which  will  render  all  the  areas  more  effective  in  connection  with 
the  school  work.  Just  to  the  rear  of  the  building  is  an  ample  and  cor- 
rectly laid  out  track  and  field  for  athletic  events.  Each  spring  the 
Northwest  Missouri  Inter-High  School  Association  holds  the  largest 
track  meet  and  literary  contest  in  this  part  of  the  country  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Normal  School.  This  athletic  field  furnishes  adequate 
playground  for  the  student  body  in  the  various  forms  of  play  and  ath- 
letic exercises.  Five  splendid  tennis  courts  provide  ample  opportunity 
for  those  who  love  this  sport. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  equipment  in  all  the  laboratories  and  classrooms  is  modern  and 
of  approved  type  and  is  being  constantly  extended,  care  being  taken  to 
add  only  that  which  is  of  undoubted  value  and  worth.  An  electric  pro- 
gram clock  automatically  governs  the  movements  of  the  school.  Each 
of  the  various  departments  is  equipped  with  suitable  apparatus  for  its 
particular  work.  Laboratories  in  Agriculture,  Biology,  Geography, 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Home  Economics,  Mathematics  are  equipped  with 
modern  furniture  and  efficient  apparatus. 

LOCKERS — Individual  lockers  are  provided  for  each  student,  thus 
guaranteeing  a  safe  place  for  the  student  to  keep  books  and  wraps. 
These  are  provided  without  cost  to  the  student  except  a  deposit  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  a  key  to  be  returned  upon  presentation  of  the  key. 

HEATING — Direct  radiation  has  been  installed  throughout  the  main 
building  to  supplement  the  present  system,  thus  guaranteeing  a  com- 
fortable building  at  all  times. 

MANUAL  TRAINING — Additional  equipment  in  the  form  of  turning 
lathes,  table  saw,  planer  and  jointer  and  many  smaller  tools  makes  this 
department  very  efficient. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  of  a  school  is  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  its 
equipment.  Our  library  is  now  well  arranged  and  such  additions  are 
being  made  as  make  it  more  efficient  from  time  to  time.  The  stack- 
room  is  adjacent  to  a  ^arge  well-lighted  reading  room,  thus  making  it 
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easy  for  students  to  secure  books  for  reference  work.  Students 
should  become  acquainted  with  the  Library  Regulations  as  early  as 
possible  after  their  enrollment  with  the  school.  The  Librarian  will 
give  stated  lessens  of  instruction  on  how  to  use  the  library  near  the 
opening  of  each  term.  In  addition  to  this  a  course  of  instruction  will 
be  planned  in  Library  Economy,  dealing  with  such  subjects  as  the  Li- 
brary in  the  School,  parts  of  a  book,  the  classification  of  books,  shelf 
arrangement,  card  catalogues,  magazines,  indexes,  reference  books, 
government  publications,  book  selection  and  buying,  use  of  library  in. 
the  study  of  topics,  etc.  The  Library  of  the  Fifth  District  Normal 
School  cheerfully  answers  all  questions  concerning  school  libraries, 
books,  magazines,  government  publications,  reference  material,  etc. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Such  organizations  as  Literary  Societies,  Christian  Associations, 
Clubs  for  the  students  of  particular  phases  of  work  and  interest  directly 
connected  with  the  school  will  be  encouraged. 

The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  now 
have  very  efficient  organizations.  Each  hold  weekly  devotional  meet- 
ings conducted  by  members  of  the  associations  with  occasional  talks  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  other  invited  speakers.  These  organiza- 
tions give  attention  to  Bible  aud  Mission  study  and  other  phases  of  work. 

Three  literary  societies  are  organized  at  present — The  Eurekan,  The 
Excelsior  and  The  Philomathean.  These  societies  are  on  an  efficient 
footing  and  have  done  a  high  type  of  work  during  the  past  year.  Greater 
efficiency  is  expected  during  the  coming  year.  Clubs  and  organizations 
for  special  study  will  be  fostered  and  literary  society  work  extended. 

A  Glee  Club  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Music  is  one 
of  the  regular  organizations  of  the  school.  Tennis  Clubs,  Basket  Ball, 
Foot  Ball,  Base  Ball  teams,  etc.,  represent  the  activities  of  the  student 
body  in  these  respects.  None  of  these  organizations  will  be  permitted 
to  interfere  with  the  free  and  democratic  spirit  of  the  school. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

No  problem  is  of  more  importance  or  more  concern  to  the  indi- 
vidual today  than  that  of  proper  physical  equipment.  The  Normal  School 
is  concerned  with  the  physical  welfare  of  the  student  body  and  its  phys- 
ical development,  and  will  endeavor  to  provide  systematic  physical 
training.  Its  director  must  know  modern  development  in  education, 
and  must  be  able  to  give  right  direction  to  the  student  as  to  his  physical 
health  and  activity.  Indeed,  we  hope  to  provide  such  a  condition  that 
each  student  will  be  provided  with  a  definite  chart  of  his  or  her  own 
physical  condition  and  suggestions  can  be  made  as  to  the  particular 
type  of  physical  exercise  needed  in  each  particular  case.  We  want  this 
department  to  be  so  manned  that  suitable  physical  training  can  be  given 
to  men  and  women  as  demanded  by  their  physical  needs.    We  expect  to 
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take  care  of  the  problems  of  playground  activities,  the  study  of  Hygiene 
and  the  supervision  of  children's  play,  both  indoor  and  out,  in  the  public 
school. 

Suitable  gymnasiums  are  provided  for  men  and  women.  The  school 
is  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association  and 
competes  in  Foot  Ball,  Basket  Ball,  Base  Ball  and  Track  and  Field 
Events. 

AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

This  school  is  exceptionally  situated  for  agricultural  instruction. 
Located  in  the  heart  of  a  great  agricultural  region  with  a  great  variety 
of  pure  bred  stock  immediately  available  for  stock  judging  and  observa- 
tion. The  owners  of  these  farms  take  special  interest  in  the  work  of 
our  classes  in  Animal  Husbandry,  Agronomy  and  Farm  Management 
Future  plans  include  high  grade  work  in  Horticulture,  Plant  Propagation 
and  allied  subjects.  The  largest  and  best  soil  experiment  station  of  the 
University  of  Missouri  is  located  on  ground  owned  or  leased  by  the  Nor- 
mal School,  which  operates  this  field  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Ag- 
ricultural College.  Our  work  meets  the  new  requirements  placed  upon 
teachers  of  Agriculture  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  every 
particular.  The  work  is  under  the  direction  of  a  graduate  of  the  College 
of  Agiiculture.

The  Normal  School  as  an  educational  institution  must  provide  for  va- 
rious groups  of  individuals  and  the  character  of  its  work  must  justify 
their  attendance. 

1.  STUDENTS   OP  HIGH   SCHOOL  GRADE   OR  GRADUATES   starting 

upon  a  professional  course  preparatory  to  teaching,  seeking  to  se- 
cure the  preliminary  college  academic  requirement  for  entrance 
upon  professional  courses  in  our  universities  or  who  seek  to  make 
up  credits  or  advance  their  standing  in  their  local  high  school 
aud  looking  to  Normal  School  attendance  later. 

2.  GRADUATES  AND  STUDENTS  OF  COLLEGES  seeking  our  diplomas 

or  certificates  and  desiring  professional  training  or  seeking  to  ex- 
tend their  credits  in  college. 

-3.  RURAL  SCHOOL  TEACHERS  seeking  better  preparation  in  Method 
and  Rural  Community  Leadership,  also  a  more  extended  know- 
ledge of  the  subjects  taught. 

4.  ELEMENTARY  GRADE   TEACHERS   seeking  improvement  in  tech- 

nique of  procedure  and  a  more  efficient  body  of  subject  matter. 

5.  HIGH  SCHOOL  TEACHERS  who  wish  to  improve  class-room  tech- 

nique, to  strengthen  their  knowledge  of  subject  matter,  and  to 
meet  state  requirements  for  teaching  agriculture  and  other  science 
phases,  also  the  new  requirements  in  other  high  school  branches. 

6.  CITY   AND   COUNTY    SUPERINTENDENTS,    PRINCIPALS,    SUPER- 

VISORS, AND  TEACHERS  OF  SPECIAL  SUBJECTS  wishing  to 
secure  advanced  preparation  in  academic  and  professional  studies 
and  to  get  in  touch  with  the  sane  and  well-balanced  atmosphere 
of  the  Normal  School. 

7.  TEACHERS  AND  WOULD-BE-TEACHERS  seeking  to  make  approved 

grades  and  to  prepare  for  the  state  and  county  examinations. 

$.  Our  courses  are  so  varied  and  so  closely  in  touch  with  problems  of 
daily  life  concerning  the  HOME,  the  FARM,  the  TOWN  and  the 
SCHOOL,  that  many  persons  not  immediately  concerned  with 
teaching  find  pleasure  and  profit  in  becoming  enrolled  in  our 
classes, 

BOARDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  Dean  of  Women  has  a  list  of  private  homes  in  which  students 
may  secure  board  and  room.  Perrin  Hall  furnishes  table  board  and  a 
limited  number  of  rooms  to  students  and  teachers.  The  Dean  of  Women 
has  direct  oversight  of  all  lady  students  in  the  school.  She  visits  and  in- 
spects places  where  young  ladies  board  and  approves  or  disapproves  the 
same.     Young  ladies  are  uot  permitted  to  room  at  any  place  where  there 
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are  gentlemen  roomers.  Brothers  and  sisters  may  room  at  the  same 
place  provided  that  there  are  no  other  roomers  there.  All  boarding 
places  to  receive  commendation  of  the  school  must  be  listed  with  the 
Dean  of  Women,  thereby  bringing  every  place  of  residence  of  our  stu- 
dents into  direct  connection  with  the  institution.  For  information  con- 
cerning boarding  places  for  either  young  ladies  or  young  gentlemen, 
write  Mrs.  A.  R.  Perrin,  Dean  of  Women,  Maryville,  Missouri. 

FEES  AND  EXPENSES. 

The  regular  enrollment  or  incidental  fee  of  $6.00  per  quarter  is  re- 
quired of  each  student  and  is  paid  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter. 
Beginning  September  1st,  1916,  all  of  the  Normal  Schools  of  Missouri 
will  charge  a  student  activity  fee  of  at  least  $1.50  per  quarter.  With  us, 
this  fee  will  entitle  the  student  to  the  subscription  to  the  Green  and 
White  Courier,  admission  to  all  athletic  and  literary  contests  and  to  lec- 
tures and  entertainments  under  the  direct  auspices  of  the  school,  and 
during  the  summer  sessions  to  the  presentations  of  the  Coburn  Players 
or  other  similar  organizations. 

A  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents  is  required  for  each  locker  key.  This 
is  refunded  when  the  key  is  returned.  Extra,  but  not  exorbitant,  fees 
may  be  charged  in  some  departments  when  supplies  are  used  up  by  the 
students  in  connection  with  their  work,  and  to  cover  deterioration  and 
breakage  of  apparatus. 

Books  and  supplies  can  be  secured  at  the  Normal  Supply  Store  in 
the  building  and  books  kept  in  good  condition  may  be  resold  to  the  sup- 
ply store  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  at  prices  in  keeping  with  their  con- 
dition. 

Board  and  room  vary  in  price  from  $4.00'  to  $5.00  per  week.  Inci- 
dental expenses  vary  with  tastes  and  habits  of  the  individual  student. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Normal  School,  wishing  to  encourage  attendance  upon  its  work 
by  representative  students  from  all  the  high  schools  in  its  territory* 
offers  the  following  series  of  scholarships  to  graduates  of  standard 
four-year  high  schools  of  the  nineteen  counties  making  up  its  district 
These  scholarships  will  be  awarded  at  the  annual  commencement  of 
these  schools  in  the  spring  of  1916  and  each  succeeding  year  at  the 
same  time,  and  will  be  available  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year 
of  the  Normal  School  beginning  September  1st  of  each  year.  The  regu- 
lations governing  the  award  of  these  scholarships  are  as  follows: 

1.    The  Regents  Scholarship  Series: 

A.  One  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  highest  ranking 
student  who  will  make  use  of  it  during  the  succeeding  year 
selected  from  the  six  graduates  ranking  highest  in  the  fourth 
years  work  of  the  annual  graduating  class  of  each  first  class 
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high  school  in  the  nineteen  counties  in  the  Fifth  Normal 
School  District,  provided  the  student's  average  standing  is 
that  of  medium  rank  or  above. 

NOTE:  Often  the  highest  ranking  student  does  not  go  to 
school  the  following  year  or  selects  work  found  in  some 
other  institution.  Our  wish  is  to  assist  the  student  who 
can  be  in  school  and  who  ranks  highest  of  those  who  might 
u?e  the  services  of  this  school. 

B.  Each  scholarship  will  be  of  the  value  of  $24.00,  payable  in 
three  equal  installments,  or  one-third  at  the  beginning  of  the 
calendar  month  following  the  opening  of  the  quarter  in 
which  the  scholarship  is  used.  The  student  will  pay  the 
usual  incidental  fees  at  the  opening  of  the  quarter. 

C.  Holders  of  these  scholarships  may  attend  any  three  quar- 
ters of  the  school  year  beginning  September  1st  of  each 
calendar  year,  preferably  three  consecutive  quarters. 
NOTE:  It  is  preferable  that  the  student  receiving  one  of 
these  scholarships  should  attend  the  fall,  winter  and  spring 
quarters  following. 

D.  These  scholarships  are  valid  only  within  the  year  for  which 
they  are  awarded. 

E.  Recommendations  for  the  award  of  these  scholarships  will 
be  made  by  the  superintendent  and  faculty  of  the  high 
school  upon  blanks  furnished  from  the  Normal  School. 

F.  Upon  receipt  of  the  nomination,  a  certificate  of  award  will 
be  mailed  by  the  Normal  School  to  the  party  recommended. 

II.    County  Superintendent  Scholarship  Series: 

A.  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $24.00  to  be  awarded  an- 
nually through  the  County  Superintedent  in  each  of  the 
nineteen  counties  of  the  Fifth  Normal  School  District,  to  be 
used  during  the  school  year  beginning  September  1st  follow- 
ing the  award. 

13.  These  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  persons  nominated  by 
the  County  Superintendent  who,  in  his  or  her  judgment,  may 
profit  most  thereby,  and  who  is  preferably  a  graduate  of  a 
four-year  high  school. 

C.  These  scholarships  shall  be  payable  in  the  manner  indicated 
uoder  the  Regents  Scholarship  Series,  and  are  subject  to 
the  same  regulations  in  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  this 
series. 
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ASSEMBLY. 

The  school  holds  at  least  two  assemblies  of  the  students  and  faculty 
per  week.  These  provide  opportunity  for  directing  the  work  of  the 
school  through  announcements  and  also  provide  entertainment  and  in- 
struction. The  programs  are  arranged  under  the  direction  of  a  faculty 
committee  and  consist  of  lectures,  musicals,or  other  forms  of  enter- 
tainment. Attendance  upon  the  assembly  has  never  been  made  com- 
pulsory, but  all  students  are  kept  in  touch  with  the  school  life  through 
participation  in  these  exercises  and  are  expected  to  attend. 

TEXTBOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

Texts  and  student  supplies  may  be  purchased  through  the  Normal 
Supply  Store,  situated  on  the  second  floor  opposite  the  Main  Office. 
These  are  sold  at  as  low  prices  possible  consistent  with  cost  and  run- 
ning expenses,  its  chief  advantage  being  in  the  convenience  and  the  re- 
purchase of  textbooks  at  the  close  of  the  term,  thus  maintaing  a  stock 
of  second-hand  books  for  sale  if  the  student  wishes  to  purchase  such. 

RELATION  TO  OTHER  STATE  SCHOOLS. 

On  February  4,  1916,  a  conference,  composed  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  the  Presidents  of  the  State  University  and  the 
State  Normal  Schools,  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation in  Jefferson  City  to  consider  questions  of  common  interest.  As 
a  result,  the  State  Superintendent  appointed  a  committee,  made  up  of  a 
representative  of  his  office  and  the  heads  of  the  departments  of  educa- 
tion in  the  schools  represented  to  make  a  report  to  the  conference  on 
(1)  high  school  courses  in  education,  (2)  acceptance  of  work  done  in 
«ach  of  the  institutions,  and   (3)   uniform  terminology  in  Education. 

The  committee's  report  was  presented  to  the  Conference  June  22,  1916, 
and  an  entire  day  given  to  its  consideration,  modification  and  adoption. 
Wherever  the  Conference  regulations  adopted  are  used  in  this  bulletin, 
the  letters  C.  R.  will  appear  in  parentheses,  thus  (C.  R.) 

Among  the  more  significant  of  the  regulations  adopted  were  the  fol- 
lowing: "The  professional  degree  for  the  completion  of  the  120  hour 
course  given  in  the  normal  schools  and  the  School  of  Education  of  the 
University  of  Missouri  should  be  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Education,"  and  "When  this  conference  finds  that  the  conditions  named 
in  this  report  have  been  fully  met,  college  work  done  in  any  of  the  in- 
stitutions shall  be  accepted  hour  for  hour  in  the  other  institutions  and 
graduates  of  the  120  hour  course  shall  be  admitted  to  the  graduate 
school." 

CORRESPONDENCE  WORK. 

The  faculty  will  undertake  to  meet  the  demand  for  correspondence 
work  to  as  full  an  extent  as  their  regular  work  will  permit.     This  will 
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be  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Not  to  exceed  two  courses  be  undertaken  by  one  person  in  one 
school  year,  preferably  completing  one  before  undertaking  the 
second. 

2.  A  limit  will  be  placed  upon  the  amount  of  credit  made  in  Cor- 
respondence or  Extension  Courses  which  may  be  offered  toward 
graduation. 

3.  A  fee  of  $7.50  for  each  term  course  of  2y2  hours  credit  will  be 
charged. 

4.  All  work  should  be  completed  by  May  1st. 

5.  Use  paper  approximately  8x10%  inches,  write  with  ink  on  both 
sides  of  paper.  Leave  left  hand  margin  for  corrections,  fold  to 
fit  a  large  envelope. 

6.  Enclose  enough  postage  to  cover  return  of  corrected  lesson, 

7.  At  least  eight  lessons  will  be  required  for  each  semester  hour 
of  credit.  Each  lesson  will  be  so  planned  that  it  will  require 
approximately  five  hours  or  three  hundred  minutes  for  its  prep- 
aration.    (C.  R.) 

8.  We  will  accept  a  maximum  of  five  semester  hours  of  college 
wrork  or  two  term  credits  of  high  school  work  during  any  one 
year. 

9.  Lessons  in  the  following  subjects  have  been  prepared  and  are 
ready  for  use.  Additional  subjects  will  be  provided  as  we  are 
able.

10.  Individuals  wishing  to  take  up  correspondence  work  should  com- 
municate with  the  President  of  the  school  prior  to  November 
1st,  if  possible. 

EXTENSION  WORK. 

When  ten  or  more  persons,  able  to  carry  the  same  grade  of  work, 
make  application  for  the  formation  of  an  extension  center,  the  school 
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will  undertake  to  send  an  instructor  to  organize  and  conduct  the  work, 
arranging  the  meetings  most  conveniently  for  all  parties.  The  regular 
incidental  fee  of  $6.00  will  be  charged  for  each  course,  the  class  provid- 
ing the  place  of  meeting.  Enough  additional  will  be  charged  each  mem- 
ber of  an  extension  group  to  pay  the  railroad  expenses  of  the  instruc- 
tor for  a  maximum  of  ten  visits. 

Not  fewer  than  four  lecture  visits  by  the  instructor  will  be  made  for 
each  semester  hour  of  credit.     (C.  R.) 

Students  will  be  required  to  do  enough  written  work  in  addition  to 
bring  the  standard  of  extension  work  up  to  that  of  correspondence 
courses  mentioned  above.     (C.  R.  ) 

Classes  for  extension  work  should  be  organized  not  later  than  No- 
vember 1st,  if  possible. 

READIXG  CIRCLE   CREDIT. 

The  Normal  School  wishes  to  encourage  the  study  of  the  Reading 
Circle  books  each  year.  We  expect  to  comply  with  the  following  sug- 
gestions from  the  State  Department: 

Secondary  Credit  Only. 

One  half  unit  (.1%  term  credits)  will  be  given. 

1.  Two  of  the  three  books  must  be  studied  before  credit  is  received. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  both  books   be  studied  simultaneously. 

3.  Students  who  are  in  school  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
reading  circle  work. 

4.  Reading  circle  work  for  secondary  credit  must  be  done  in  circles 
of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  twenty  teachers,  including  the  leader. 

5.  Each  circle  must  hold  not  fewer  than  nine  meetings,  which  with 
the  final  examinations,  will  make  ten  meetings  for  each  circle. 

6.  A  minimum  of  sixtl  minutes  for  each  lesson  in  each  book  must  be 
spent  at  each  meeting  of  the  circle,  or  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
minutes  must  be  spent  on  both  books  at  each  memeting.  (A  total  of  540 
minutes  must  be  spent  on  each  book,  or  1,080  minutes  on  both  books  ex- 
clusive of  the  time  required  for  the  examination.) 

7.  The  final  examination  will  be  given  by  the  county  superintendent 
at  a  place  designated  by  him.  The  examination  will  be  given  on  the  same 
day  in  all  the  counties  of  the  state.  The  examinations  in  both  or  all 
books  will  be  given  on  the  same  day.  The  date  will  be  about  April  1, 
1916.  Papers  will  be  returned  to  the  institution  where  credit  is  desired 
for  grading. 

8.  Competent  leaders  must  be  appointed  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent.

General  Regulations  and 
Requirements. 


ORGANIZATION 


The  school  is  organized  to  meet  varying  needs. 

1.  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  PROPER  or  the  COLLEGIATE  DE- 
PARTMENT requiring  a  standard  four  year  high  school  training  for  en- 
trance and  made  up  of 

(A).  THE  PROFESSIONAL  OR  TECHNICAL  DIVISION  rep- 
resenting high  grade  instruction  in  Standard  College  Courses 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  all  positions  in  our  public 
schools. 

(B).  THE  ACADEMIC  DIVISION,  presenting  instruction  in  the 
fields  of  academic  subject  matter  embodied  in  the  curricula  of 
the  Arts  and  Science  Departments  of  our  best  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities. 

(C).  THE  EXTENSION  AND  CORRESPONDENCE  DIVISION, 
which  aims  to  provide  instruction  in  extension  centers  or  by 
correspondence  to  those  who  are  working  and  cannot  attend 
school  regularly. 

2.  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  SECONDARY  INSTRUCTION,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  those  whose  high  school  opportunities  have  been  limited.  It  is  a 
standard  four  year  course  embracing  subjects  usually  taught  in  our  best 
high  schools.  It  may  be  organized  to  include  the  professional  subjects 
found  in  the  Teacher  Training  Courses  now  taught  in  high  schools,  and 
lead  to  the  award  of  a  rural  certificate  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

3.  AN  EFFICIENT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL,  for  practice  teaching 
and  exemplification  of  sensible  teaching  method. 

DEFINITIONS. 

CONFERENCE  REGULATIONS.     (C.  R.)— see  page  18. 

QUARTER — A  quarter  is  one  of  the  four  regular  sessions  of  the  cal- 
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endar  year.    Each  quarter  approximates  twelve  weeks  work. 

SCHOOL  YEAR — Three  quarters  constitute  what  is  generally  known 
as  a  school  year.  The  regular  school  year  begins  September  1st  of  each 
year. 

TERM  CREDIT— A  measure  of  high  school  subjects  studied  in  the 
Normal  School  and  used  to  represent  a  subject  requiring  preparation 
and  reciting  five  times  per  week  for  one  quarter. 

UNIT — A  measure  of  high  school  subjects  used  in  the  high  school 
to  represent  a  subject  requiring  preparation  and  reciting  five  times  per 
week  for  one  school  year.    It  equals  three  term  credits. 

SEMESTER  HOUR— A  measure  of  all  studies  of  college  grade.  A 
convenient  term  in  use  by  schools  doing  work  of  college  grade.  Each 
one  hour  of  recitation  per  week  for  one  quarter  requiring  preparation 
for  the  class  recitation  will  be  rated  as  one-half  semester  hour,  a  class 
which  meets  five  times  per  week  and  requiring  preparation  for  each 
meeting  will  be  rated  as  two  and  one-half  semester  hours.  Two  hours 
per  week  for  one  quarter  of  laboratory  work,  or  of  subjects  not  requir- 
ing preparation  for  the  recitation  is  the  equivalent  of  one-half  semester 
hour  credit. 

CONCERNING  CERTIFICATES,  DIPLOMAS  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

1.     ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

The  completion  of  an  approved  four  years'  high  school  course  or 
its  equivalent  is  now  the  basis  of  entrance  to  the  regular  standard 
Normal  School  work.  The  Normal  School  maintains  such  an 
equivalent  in  its  entrance  requirement  course  for  the  benefit  of 
those  whose  high  school  facilities  are  limited  at  home  or  for  those 
who  formerly  did  not  have  any  opportunity  for  high  school  study. 

2~  THE  RURAL  OR  COMMON  SCHOOL  CERTIFICATE  COURSE. 

A  certificate  good  in  rural  schools  of  the  state  for  two  years. 
Issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  a  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent, 
and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Normal  School.  It  is  re- 
newable after  thirty-two  weeks  of  successful  experience  and  com- 
pletion of  at  least  one  term  of  college  work  in  a  standard  profes- 
sional school  of  college  rank.     (C.  R.) 

3.     THE  ELEMENTARY  CERTIFICATE. 

A  certificate  issued  by  the  Normal  Schcool,  valid  in  the  schools  of 
the  state  for  two  years.  By  agreement  with  the  other  Normal 
Schools  of  the  state  this  certificate  will  represent  30  semester  hours 
of  college  rank  work  in  addition  to  a  full  four  years'  high  school 
course.    A   renewal   of   this   certificate   under   this    regulation   or 
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one  issued  under  the  former  plan  or  from  another  Missouri  Nor- 
mal School  may  be  secured  by  a  quarter's  attendance  doing  a  full 
schedule  of  work  in  advance  of  the  content  of  the  former  certi- 
ficate, provided  the  requirements  of  the  present  course  are  fully 
met.  No  Elementary  Certificate  shall  be  granted  on  less  than  two 
terms  in  residence.     (C.  R.) 

4.  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  DIPLOMA. 

A  Life  Certificate  Diploma  valid  throughout  the  state  and  qual- 
ifying for  teaching  in  the  elementary  school  requiring  by  agree- 
ment as  above  the  completion  of  sixty  semester  hours  of  college 
rank  work  in  addition  to  a  full  four  years'  high  school  course. 

5.  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  TEACHING  IN  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

The  State  Superintendent  prescribes  the  following  concerning  prep- 
aration of  teachers  in  high  schools: 

"Every  teacher  should  have  completed  at  least  two  years  of  stan- 
dard college  work  above  a  four  year  high  school  course.  Below  is  a 
copy  of  Circular  Letter  No.  2,  giving  the  minimum  number  of  hours  of 
college  credit  for  high  school  teachers  in  the  various  subjects.  These 
requirements  are  not  sufficient  in  themselves,  but  presuppose  at  least 
two  years  of  college  work  as  suggested  above. 

1.  In  third  class  high  schools  the  minimum  requirement  is  fixed 
at  five  hours  of  college  work  for  each  subject  taught. 

2.  In  second  class  and  first  class  high  schools  the  minimum  re- 
quirements in  college  hours  have  been  placed  as  follows:  First 
year  Agriculture  7  1-2  hours;  Advanced  Agriculture  15  hours,  with 
a  minimum  of  5  hours  in  each  half  unit  taught;  General  Science 
17  1-2  hours  in  Physical  and  Biological  Sciences  with  a  major  of  not 
less  than  7  1-2  in  one  science  and  not  less  than  5  hours  in  each  two 
others;  other  sciences  7  1-2  each;  English  10  hours;  History  10 
hours;  German  10  hours;  Latin  10  hours,  provided  this  is  preceded 
by  three  units  of  high  school  Latin;  Mathematics  7  1-2  hours;  Soci- 
ology 7  1-2  hours;  Economics  7  1-2  hours  Household  Arts  15  hours; 
Manual  Training  15  hours. 

3.  In  the  Commercial  Department  the  teacher  should  be  a  grad- 
uate of  a  first  class  high  school,  or  the  equivalent,  prior  to  the  time 
of  making  preparation  to  teach  this  work.  The  teacher  should  also 
have  graduated  from  a  standard  business  course  and  should  also 
have  had,  in  addition,  courses  in  college  English  and  Composition. 

By  college  work  is  meant  work  taken  in  a  standard  institution  of 
college  rank  by  students  who  have  met  the  minimum  requirements  for 
admission  to  college  work,  in  classes  containing  only  those  students  who 
have  complied  with  these  requirements. 
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6.  THE  DEGREE  COURSE  DIPLOMA  ending  in  the  degree  BACHELOR 

OF  SCIENCE  IN  EDUCATION. 

The  Normal  School  of  today  must  be  a  dynamic  forceful  institu- 
tion, meeting  its  duties  and  responsibilities  with  vigor  and  en- 
thusiasm— a  Teachers'  College,  combining  the  professional, 
technical  and  academical  phases  so  necessary  in  the  makeup  of 
a  teacher  and  taking  rank  with  other  professional  and  technical 
colleges.  The  recognition  of  this  principle  leads  us  to  establish 
this  standard  professional  collegiate  course  carrying  with  it  the 
standard  collegiate  requirement  of  one  hundred  twenty  semester 
hours  of  work  in  advance  of  a  four  year  high  school  course  and 
entitling  the  student  to  the  degree  and  the  accompanying  Life 
Diploma.  Opportunity  is  thus  given  for  specialization  and  ex- 
tended preparation  for  teaching  in  high  schools. 

7.  GRADUATES  OF  THE  COLLEGE  UNION  OR  COLLEGES  of  equiva- 

lent rank  may  receive  either  of  our  diplomas  upon  completion  of 
one  year's  work  in  residence  dependent  on  the  content  of  their 
college  course.  Graduates  of  Junior  Colleges  may  receive  the 
diplomas  and  certificates  mentioned  under  3,  4  and  5  in  one  year 
DEPENDENT  UPON  THE  CONTENT  of  their  college  courses. 
No  diploma  shall  be  granted  on  less  than  three  terms  in  residence. 
(C.  R.) 

8.  The  Normal  School  reserves  the  right  to  refrain  from  granting  cer- 

tificates or  diplomas  to  applicants  whose  scholarship  is  uniformly 
low  or  whose  conduct  may  be  unsatisfactory. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  STUDENTS. 

1.  If  arrangements  have  not  been  made  for  a  boarding  place  before 
coming  to  Maryville,  the  student  may  consult  with  the  Dean  of  Women 
concerning  approved  places.     She  can  be  of  material  assistance. 

2.  Pay  incidental  fee  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  Farmers  Trust  Com- 
pany and  take  his  receipt  therefor. 

3.  Come  to  the  Normal  School  building,  consult  the  registration 
committee  or  the  President  about  the  program  of  studies,  if  assistance 
is  needed,  and  then  fill  out  classification  cards,  red  and  white. 

4.  Make  out  a  course  card  for  each  subject  upon  your  classification 
card  and  secure  the  instructor's  signature  thereto. 

5.  Present  all  the  cards  to  the  President  of  the  Normal  School  for 
his  approval. 

6.  Present  all  cards  and  receipts  to  the  Registrar,  who  will  enroll 
you,  issue  locker  key,  and  collect  all  other  fees  and  give  receipt  for  the 
same. 


7.     File  high  school  and  other  credits  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
who  is  chairman  of  the  committee  on  advanced  standing-. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

1.  Admission  to  the  secondary,  or  high  school,  department  is  secured 

by  graduation  from  the  elementary  school. 

2.  Admission  to  college  department  is  secured  by: 

(A).  The  completion  of  a  four  year  course,  with  at  least  fifteen 
units  credit  in  a  first  class  high  school,  in  a  fully  accredited  pri- 
vate academy,  or  in  the  secondary  department  of  the  Normal 
School.     (C.  R.) 

(B).  Students  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  who  are  able  to  dem- 
onstrate their  fitness  to  do  college  work  may  be  admitted  to  col- 
lege classes  as  special  students,  but  they  cannot  be  candidates 
for  graduation  until  they  have  met  the  requirements  for  admission 
as  regular  students.     (C.  R.) 

(C).  A  student  cannot  be  admitted  to  classes  of  college  rank 
who  is  conditioned  in  more  than  two  entrance  units.  All  entrance 
conditions  must  be  removed  within  one  year  of  the  date  of  ad- 
mission. (Nine  months'  attendance  may  be  considered  a  year). 
(C.  R.) 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

1.  From  standard  institutions  of  high  school  and1  college  rank: 

(A).  Students  entering  from  classified  high  schools  shall  be 
given  credit  according  to  the  rating  given  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent.    (C.   R.) 

(B).  Advanced  standing  may  be  given  on  certificates  for  work 
completed  in  accredited  standard  or  junior  colleges.     (C.  R.) 

2.  From  other  institutions: 

(A).     SECONDARY  CREDIT. 

(a)  Students  coming  from  unclassified  high  schools  and 
claiming  more  credit  than  is  recommended  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent's rating  shall  be  given  examination.     (C.  R.) 

(b)  In  no  case  shall  entrance  examinations  be  given  for 
more  than  four  units  for  each  year  spent  in  school.     (C.  R.) 

(c)  Entrance    examinations    shall    be    conducted    by    a    com- 
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mittee  of  the  faculty.     (C.  R.) 

(d)  The  questions  shall  be  set  and  the  papers  graded  in  the 
department  in  which  the  applicant  seeks  credit.     (C.  R.) 

(e)  Entrance  examinations  in  the  regular  high  school  sub- 
jects wiU  be  given  Monday  and  Saturday,  September  11th  and  16th, 
1916;  Monday,  December  4,  1916;  Monday,  March  5,  1917;  and 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  May  28th  and  29th,  1917. 

(f)  No  credit  by  examination  shall  be  given  after  a  student 
has  completed  one  year  of  work  in  the  school  nor  after  an  ad- 
vanced course  in  the  subject  has  been  completed.     (C.  R.) 

(B).  COLLEGE  CREDIT— Credit  from  institution®  other  than 
those  mentioned  in  1-B  shall  be  given  only  on  the  basis  of  exam- 
inations. The  method  of  giving  the  examinations  shall  be  that 
designated  under  2-A.     (C.  R.) 

3.  No  advanced  standing  of  college  rank  shall  be  given  for  post-grad- 

uate work  in  a  high  school  unless  such  high  school  is  properly 
equipped  and  definitely  organized  to  do  work  of  college  rank  and 
in  classes  restricted  entirely  to  students  who  have  completed  a 
four  year  secondary  course  under  teachers  having  the  qualifica- 
tions set  forth  for  teachers  of  college  subjects.     (C.  R.) 

4.  No  credit  shall  be  given  for  teaching  experience  gained  as  a  teacher 

receiving  a  salary      (C.  R.) 

CHANGE   OF   STUDIES. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  change  studies  at  will.  If  for  any 
reason  a  change  is  desirable,  such  change  may  be  granted  upon  peti- 
tion to  the  President  after  consultation   with  the  instructors   involved. 


AMOUNT  OF  WORK. 

Our  students  will  regularly  be  permitted  to  carry  for  credit  thirty 
semester  hours  per  year. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  committee  on  excess  credit  students  rank- 
ing among  the  upper  twenty  per  cent  of  the  student  body  in  scholarship 
may  be  permitted  to  carry  33%  semester  hours  per  year,  and  students 
ranking  among  the  upper  five  per  cent  of  the  student  body  in  scholar- 
ship may  be  permitted  to  carry  37^2  semester  hours  per  year.     (C.  R.) 

Students  entering  late  will  be  required  to  take  a  lesser  amount  of 
work  than  if  present  during  the  entire  term.  After  the  first  week  the 
amount  of  work  a  student  may  carry  will  be  approximately  one  sem- 
ester hour  for  each  week  of  attendance.     (C.  R.) 
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ENROLLMENT   IN   CLASSES. 

As  the  student  is  credited  with  attendance  only  after  his  course 
card  is  filed  with  the  instructor  by  the  Registrar,  it  is  very  necessary 
that  the  enrollment  be  completed  at  the  earliest  moment  possible,  in 
order  that  no  days  may  elapse  before  the  instructor  has  in  his  posses- 
sion the  course  card  of  the  student,  as  this  is  his  only  authority  for 
enrolling  any  student  in  his  class. 

REMOVAL   OF  CONDITIONS. 

Students  certified  as  conditioned  at  the  end  of  any  quarter  of  study 
must  remove  all  conditions  within  the  twelve  months  following.  If 
not  removed  in  the  manner  designated  within  the  time  mentioned  the 
record  will  be  changed  to  indicate  no  credit.

To  guide  the  student  of  secondary  or  high  school  rank  in  properly 
arranging  his  schedule  according  to  his  advancement  or  proper  year 
of  study,  the  following  grouping  of  courses  of  study  is  arranged  by  sug- 
gested years  in  which  they  may  be  taken.

4.  Four  years  of  high  school  work  must  be  completed  with  credit 
as  indicated  above. 

5.  The  Rural  Certificate  may  be  renewed  after  the  holder  thereof 
has  had  thirty-two  weeks  of  successful  experience,  has  attended  a  Nor- 
mal School  at  least  one  term  with  a  minimum  credit  of  ten  semester 
hours,  and  has  complied  with  the  conditions  for  renewal  of  county  cer- 
tificates. 

6.  Eight  units  of  credit  shall  be  required  before  permitting  stu- 
dents to  take  the  first  professional  course.     (C.  R.)

The  regulation  concerning  non-preparation  subjects  mentioned  un- 
der the  Elementary  Certificate  Course  is  applicable  here  in  the  same 
manner.  / 

Electives  may  be  chosen  which  later  may  become  a  part  of  a  major 
subject  requirement  toward  the  Bachelor's  Degree  or  which  may  serve 
as  prerequisite  to  future  specialization.

All  of  the  work  done  for  the  Elementary  Certificate  or  the  Elemen- 
tary Diploma  is  applicable  to  the  above  degree  course  requirements  sub- 
ject to  the  following  regulations: 

This  diploma  is  a  state  life  certificate  and  if  electives  are  properly 
chosen  qualifies  for  teaching  in  our  best  high  schools.  When  the  di- 
ploma is  awarded  subject  to  requirements  of  the  Conference  of  Missouri 
State  Normal  Schools  and  the  University,  it  will  admit  the  holder  to  the 
Graduate  School.     (C.  R.)     These  requirements  are  now  in  effect. 

At  least  one  major  field  of  subject  matter  requiring  twenty  hours' 
work  must  be  selected.  Ten  hours  of  this  major  must  be  selected  from 
courses  numbered  101  or  above. 

A  second  group  of  twenty  hours  of  a  field  related  to  the  major  sub- 
ject or  making  a  desirable  combination  with  it  should  be  selected.  Ten 
hours  of  this  second  group  must  be  selected  from  courses  numbered  101 
or  above. 

At  least  one-half  of  the  electives  should  be  selected  from  advanced 
courses. 

Students  preparing  to  teach  Physics  should  elect  Trigonometry  in  the 
Freshman  college  year.  Chemistry  should  also  be  taken  in  this  year  by 
those  who  are  preparing  to  teach  Agriculture  or  to  take  courses  involv- 
ing a  study  of  Cookery  and  Household  Sanitation. 

Students  planning  to  take  the  degree  without  taking  out  either  the 
Certificate  or  Diploma  preceding  and  who  are  preparing  for  high  school 
teaching  should  consult  the  President  of  the  school  or  such  person  as  he 
may  designate  concerning  the  arrangement  of  courses  in  Education  and 
other  subjects  bearing  on  this  type  of  teaching. 

SPECIALIZATION  GROUPS. 

Group  I. — Students  taking  the  degree  course  with  the  view  of  becoming 
teachers  of  either  English,  History,  Mathematics  or  Foreign  Lan- 
guages should  present  at  least  a  major  credit  or  20  semester  hours 
in  the  subject  selected.  Ten  of  these  must  be  chosen  from  courses 
numbered  above  100.  A  second  group  of  closely  related  material 
including  at  least  twenty  semester  hours  with  ten  selected  from 
courses  101  or  above  should  be  chosen.  It  is  possible  and  frequently 
desirable  that  the  student  preparing  for  teaching  in  high  schools 
should  select  a  program  which  will  finally  enable  him  to  meet  the 
state  requirements  in  more  than  one  high  school  subject.     Courses

in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching  these  subjects  must  be  in- 
cluded. 

Group  II. — SCIENCE — Two  leading  combinations  may  be  made:  Physics- 
Chemistry  including  Physiography,  and  Agriculture-Biology 
which  will  include  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  A  desirable  accom- 
paniment will  be  found  in  Mathematics.  Trigonometry  should  be 
taken  prior  to  a  study  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  prior  to 
advanced  studies  in  Agriculture. 

Group  III— HOME  ECONOMICS  AND  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS.  Students 
expecting  to  specialize  in  this  field  should  take  Chemistry  as  a  pre- 
requisite if  it  is  not  offered  as  an  entrance  requirement.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  fixed  requirements  for  all  students,  there  must  be  pre- 
sented Foods  15  semester  hours,  Home  Nursing  2  1-2  semester  hours, 
Sewing  7  1-2  semester  hours,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching  Home 
Economics  in  Elementary  and  High  Schools  7  1-2  semester  hours, 
and  the  following  allied  subjects:  Applied  Chemistry  2  1-2  sem- 
ester hours,  Bacteriology  2  1-2  semester  hours  and  Applied  Art  and 
Design  7  1-2  semester  hours. 

These  subjects  are 
combined  because  most  of  our  calls  for  teachers  in  these  subjects 
express  a  desire  for  the  combination.  In  addition  to  the  fixed  re- 
quirements, the  student  will  offer  a  satisfactory  amount  of  Elemen- 
tary and  Advanced  Woodwork,  "Wood  Turning,  Mechanical  Drawing, 
Joinery,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching  Manual  Arts,  Physical  Ed- 
ucation, Theory  and  Practice  of  Coaching  and  other  courses  needed 
to  give  adequate  preparation  for  this  work.

No  life  diploma  or  degree  will  be  conferred  upon  any  candidate 
whose  marks  do  not  maintain  a  standard  of  "M"  (Medium).    For  every 

*T'  (Inferior)  mark,  there  must  be  a  compensating  mark  in  one  of  the 
groups  above  "M"',  either  "S"  (Strong)  or  "E"  (Excellent). 

A  student  whose  written  work  is  notably  deficient  may  be  required 
to  complete  additional  courses  in  English  Composition.  Required  non- 
preparation  subjects  completed  later  than  the  second  year  will  receive 
only  three-fifths  credit,  and  an  aggregate  of  not  more  than  ten  semester 
hours  of  such  credit  may  be  offered  toward  the  degree. 

A  student  who  has  completed  three  years  (ninety  semester  hours) 
of  college  -work  which  conforms  qualitatively  with  the  requirements  for 
the  degree  and  satisfies  the  regulations  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools  as  to  minimum  preparation  of  high  school  teachers  in  first  class 
high  schools,  may  receive  a  life  diploma  designating  fitness  for  high 
sehool  teaching  or  supervision. 

Under  certain  conditions  a  limited  amount  of  credit  may  be  awarded 
for  diligent  work  in  Glee  Club,  Chorus  or  Orchestra,  or  for  staff  work 
on  school  publications  or  for  participation  in  the  stated  contests  in  Ora- 
tory, Essay,  Debate  or  Declamation.  A  limit  will  be  placed  on  the 
amount  of  student  activity  work  one  may  take.  A  limit  will  be  placed 
on  the  amount  of  Correspondence  or  Extension  work  one  may  offer  to- 
ward a  degree. 

When  Piano  or  Voice  is  taken  in  the  Maryville  Conservatory  for 
credit  in  the  Normal  School,  these  subjects  must  be  scheduled  as  a  part 
of  the  student's  program.
